Jeers hav e tu rned to cheers in Czechoslov akia 
as hero Alex ander Du bcek, Commu nist party 
first secretary , has retu rned from Ru ssian cap­ 
tiv ity . 


Ru ssian tanks hav e lu mbered into the su b­ 
u rbs of Pragu e, bu t their presence has not been 
forgotten 
Czechoslov aks are ov erjoy ed at the retu rn of 
Du bcek and President Lu dv ik Sv oboda bu t are 
concerned that a high price may hav e been 
paid in Moscow to get rid of occu pation forces. 


THEY ARE WAITING to see how mu ch of 
their new-fou nd freedom mu st be giv en u p to 
appease Moscow. 
Also on their minds is the recollection of the 
Sov iet withdrawal that preceded the Hu ngarian 
slau ghter in 19 56 . 


Prem ier 0!drich Cemik, also in on the Krem­ 
lin talks, praised Czechoslov akian citizens for 
their “activ e participation in the past day s and 
for y ou r loy alty to the Czechoslov ak Socialist 


Repu blic.” 
Things hav e started to retu rn to normal in 
the trou bled cou ntry in spite of the air of relief 
and the remaining tenseness. 
Prem ier Cernik and his cabinet are resu ming 
office and workers are back on the Job for the 
most part. 
Ev en with the ex pected cu rtailm ent of liberal 
trends perm itted u nder the old Du bcek regime, 
there is a feeling among the stou t-hearted 
Czechs that they came ou t a winner in the con­ 
frontation. 


AND HISTORY may well record them a v al­ 
iant v ictor. 
For if they can escape cru shing action by the 
Sov iet Union in the near fu tu re, the liberaliza­ 
tion process will grow slowly bu t su rely be­ 
cau se it cannot be denied. 
And what Czeochosiov akia has accomplished 
will be a beacon to the peoples of other Com­ 
mu nist nations who ev entu ally will tread the 
path of freedom.

A Cincinnati doctor has discov ered a “ new 
sv ndromc” to add to all the other ills plagu ing 
modern man.

The liberal-labor 
Democratic coalition no longer can take for 
granted that it can swing black v otes, or labor 
v otes, or middle c’ass v otes or enthic and “ na­ 
tionalities” v otes to carry the v ast megalopolis­ 
es as it has in so many national elections. 
The coalition ju st can't cou nt on a solid black 


v ote. The blacks are in rev olt. They wtfl splin­ 
ter. They will go to the tiny parties, the fou rth 
and fifth parties v irtu ally ev ery body is ov er­ 
looking. Or millions of Negroes simply will stay 
home. 
Certainly , after my walks and talks throu gh 
the ghettos of New York, Detroit, Chicago, and 
points west, I can report that all the Richard 
Daley s and all the Hu bert Hu mphrey s cannot 
pu t this black v ote together again. 


The black feeling is they don’t hav e to v ote 
for any body in the “white power stru ctu re.” 
They know they — by bloc v oting in swing ci­ 
ties inside swing states — can make a presi­ 
dent. Bu t they can break one. too. Their spokes­ 
men say Central city rioting broke President 
Johnson — and they can wait and break anoth­ 
er chief ex ecu tiv e if they don’t get what they 
want. 


OUT OF THIS UNREST, the 
Nix on-Bliss 
strategists believ e they can draw enou gh v otes 
for the Repu blican ticket to neu tralize the Dem­ 
ocrats in the big cities. "Die G.O.P. cou nts on 
Dick Nix on’s program of black capitalism to 
cu t into the Democratic coalition’s ghetto v otes. 
Repu blican observ ers here point ou t that Bar­ 
ry Goldwater polled some sev en per cent of the 
national black v ote in 19 6 4. Now, say s Bliss, the 
Nix on ticket needs an additional eight or nine 
per cent of the ghetto ballots to win. 
The Repu blicans believ e they can. They re­ 
port they hav e been working qu ietly with sev er 
al black organizations, inclu ding the militant 
core And they point to what is obv iou s here in 
Chicago.

The blacks are in rev olt 
not only against the “establishm ent.” whatev er 
that is. bu t against the “ party .” the u nions, th* 
leadership, indiv idu ally and coll-ctiv ely . 
Into this tu rmoil rolls a cool Nix on machine 
offering new philosophies, new “ bridges to dign­ 
ity .’’ new partnerships in black capitalism. This 
won’t qu ell the rev olt. Bu t it may well take 
enou gh big city black v otes from the Democrats 
to make Ray Bliss’ dream come tru e. After all, 
he is offering a considerable piece of the action 
to some who hav en’t had any .

TTw game will start off with two v ie-.* 
presidents that ev ery body knows. Richard Nix ­ 
on and Hu bert Hu mphrey Bu t as the play ers 
mov e back throu gh the y ears, the difficu lties 
will mou nt That is when y ou will hear m a n y 
“ohs” and "ah s” from y ou r gu ests. 
If y ou refdiy want to hav e a long game y ou 
cou ld hav e cards with the names of the candi 
dates for president who ran and lost 
Or y ou cou ld change the game and write on 
the cards the names of the v ice presidents who 
hav e been elected along with their ticket mate 
who serv ed as president. 
The moral of the game, if there be any moral 
in a game, will be the low percentage of tru e 
answers or any answers at all. Thu s, there is 
rev ealed the fleeting fame that is accorded the 
people who ran for or were elected v ice presi 
dent. 
It Is a long list of forgotten people who had 
their moment of glory when they were nominat 
ed and, if elected, had “listening Senates to 
com m and" and who hav e since passed into ob­ 
liv ion Su ch has been the fate of those many 
Americans who hav e stood as the say ing goes 
“only one heartbeat from the presidency .” 
There are odd things abou t those people 
They are su pposed to be healthy specimens who 
stand by to take ov er when a president dies or 
is killed. Bu t actu arially . their chance of life is 
less than the president with whom they hav e 
serv ed. 
Only fou r presidents hav e died in office: two 
William Henry Harrison and Zachary Tay lor, 
before Abraham Lincoln, and two since. Warren 
Harding and Franklin Roosev elt. Fou r hav e 
been assassinated, all since 186 0 Assassination 
seem* to be a m ark of modem “civ ilization.” 


Bu t sev en v ice presidents hav e died in office. 
None has been assassinated. Of cou rse, nobody 
cou ld ev er conceiv e of killing poor Throttlebot- 
tom. 


One might ask the gu ests whether any v ice 
president has resigned. That was a qu estion 
asked on the old radio show, “The $6 4 Qu es­ 
tion.” Not one of the listening au dience had the 
answer. It was John C. Calhou n who in 1832 re 
tu rned to the Senate 
Why were these people chosen to ru n? Until 
recent v ears they were chosen by party leaders 
after the bu siness of nominating a presidential 
candidate was ov er. Perhaps, as is the case 
now, aome were preferred by the presidential 
candidate. 
Teddy 
Roosev elt 
was 
a 
rather 
relu ctant 
choice in 19 00 becau se the party bosses, led by 
New York’s Tom Platt, wanted to get him ou t 
of New York. John Nance G am er was chosen 
in 19 32 in a deal for his delegates front Tex as 
and California. John Bricker was chosen in 1944 
by an enthu siastic conv ention. Thomas Dewey - 
persu aded E arl Warren to ru n in 19 48. 


SOME COMMENTATOR wrote recently that 
no candidate for v ice president had ev er ref­ 
u sed the call of the conv ention to join the tick­ 
et. My memory tells me that in 19 24 there was 
considerable shopping arou nd and at least two 
refu sed the call. One of those was Sen. William 
Borah. 
A* I indicated in a recent colu mn, the ru le 
has been that no v ice presidential candidate has 
ev er, with one ex ception, helped the ticket. Tne 
ex ception was Ly ndon Johnson in 19 6 0. Mostly 
they hav e lost v otes for the presidential candi­ 
date. 


And, incidentally , I rem ind the host or host­ 
ess who tries this game that the necessary facts 
are on page » 8 of the 19 6 8 World Almanac.
